3* At the present time th© Navy and th© Air Fore© are re- 
ceivlng the preliminary disseminations through the -ria** Department 
Cryptographic Center. The Department of State is receiving its 
disseminations over the regular CIA- state Department tie-lines. 
Only the G-2 circuital pjbelng used as originally planned. On 
12 November 19531$**# Charles dooeban^ Department of State, who 
-serves "on tW staff of 53 % Park Ansstr ong, advised the undersigned 
that ho has no intention of using this circuit, and would like to 
have the cryptographic" equipment withdrawn. Do did say, however, , 
that h© would like the circuit to remain in on a ©Und-by basis. 

U. On the same date the writer discus. :ed th© requirement for 
tho active ID circuit with Major Partridge of the Intelligence 
Division of the Army. Major Partridge advised that It would be 
Acceptable to hist to receive th© disseminations through the War 
Department CrjptOiTapliic Center. He stated, however, that he 
would like to have the direct circuit remain on a stand-by basis. 
It was further agreed that this direct circuit would be tested on 
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25X1 A a loathl y basis. A t th* same tlrae it via su-gecfcod to *?ajor Partridge 
that the I l bs replaced with a one-tima tape system.
